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The 1942 All-Americans 


Our 21st Annual Presentation 


We present in this issue the 
‘1942 All-American awards. Inaugu- 
‘rated in 1922, they have now con- 
tinued annually for 21 consecutive 
years. This year, with so many 
shows cancelled, some doubts were 
felt earlier about the advisability of 
carrying on. However, the rules were 
amended slightly to broaden the 
‘base of eligibility; the breeders 
rallied around with unusually strong 
shows under the circumstances, and 
we feel that the final awards are 
‘highly gratifying and properly repre- 
sentative of the breed at its best. 

A strong committee of sixteen 
eminent judges was invited to serve 
as the Selection Committee and the 
tabulation of official ballots appears 
on the page opposite. This year only 
rene change was made in the award 
‘system. In the past, any animal 
‘mentioned even once by any judge 
‘for as much as a third place vote, 
‘one point, was listed for Honorable 
Mention. We concluded that this 
award would mean more if a mini- 
mum of five points were required for 
Honorable Mention, and this year’s 


listing is made up on that basis. 
Point totals are assigned on the 
basis of seven points for each first 
place vote; three points for second 
place and one point for third place. 


The Selection Committee was 
somewhat handicapped this year by 
reason of the fact that few of the 
members had actually seen any con- 
siderable number of the competing 
candidates. Also, with so few show 
circuits, there was less opportunity 
than usual for animals to build up 
their position through meeting and 
defeating any considerable number 
of the other candidates. However, 
we are pleased with the general out- 


come and feel that in every case the 
winners are well worthy of the 
honor. 

There are three candidates this 


year receiving the unanimous vote of 
all sixteen members of the Commit- 
tee. These were King Bessie Sena- 
tor, in the aged bull class; Iowana 
Ormsby Ivy Prince, among the three- 
year-olds, and Dictator Ormsby Oak, 
senior yearling. Senator, who al- 
ready had the distinction of being

the only bull to win All-American 
designation each year from calfhood 
to full age class, now brings his 
total of All-American winnings to 


six, placing him in a tie with Sir 
Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld. He was 
undefeated on the circuit. In fact, 


the has never in his lifetime been de- 
feated in class. He heads the Raven- 
glen herd. Iowana Ormsby Ivy 
Prince, Hill-Man Farms’ herd sire, 
was outstanding among the 3-year- 
olds. He was All-American 2-year- 
old last year. Dictator Ormsby Oak 
was shown by his breeder, A. H. 
Bruce of Minnesota, and purchased 
at the close of the show season by 
Ravenglen, who thus may be es- 
pecially gratified by ownership of 
two of the animals receiving the 
unanimous award. 


Only one other All-American of 
1941 comes in the repeater class this 
year—-Lady Douglas Bessie, showing 
this year in senior yearling form for 
Franlo. 


Three other All-Americans of 
1941 are Reserve All-American win- 
ners this year. Rocky Hill Dewdrop 
Burke, All-American for three con- 
secutive years, twice as an aged cow, 
just failed to make the grade which 
would have made her the only three- 
time winner in the aged section. Her 
Reserve winning however places her 
in an exclusive class, not duplicated 
by any other cow. Only previous 
double winners in the full aged class 
were Tillamook Daisy Butter King 
De Kol in 1922 and 1923 and Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Bonheur in 1935 and 
1936. Chip of Nettie & Aaggie, 
Franlo star, was the unanimous 
choice for All-American bull calf last 
year, and was the Reserve choice 
this year by a wide margin. Iowana 
Ormsby Aaggie Burke, Hill-Man’s 
twice All-American, handicapped by 
a poor picture, was nosed out of top 
honors in the 2-year-old section. The 
award is posthumous, as this fine bull 
died shortly before the awards were 
completed. The majority of last 
year’s winners were not in competi- 
tion last year. 


Franlo Farms leads the parade 
again in total points won, with 39, 
including four All-Americans, three 
Reserves and 2 Honorable Mentions. 
Ravenglen is close behind with 32 
points, won in four All-Americans, 
one Reserve and one Honorable Men- 
tion. Another first place winner has 
been added to their herd as a junior 
sire since the close of the show sea- 
son. Hill-Man Farms are in third 
place with 19 points, followed by 
Pabst, C.P.R. and Baker with ten 
each. The accompanying table gives 
the complete list of torty breeders, 








making the list with one point or 
more. There were 34 on this list 
last year, even with the more liberal 
awarding of Honorable Mention then 
prevailing. 


The second table lists the awards 
by states. Illinois is out in front on 
total points, followed by Minnesota, 
with the Province of Ontario a very 
creditable third. In total number 
of winning exhibitors, Ontario is far 
in the lead, with sixteen. With three 
more from Alberta and one from 
New Brunswick, Canada has exactly 
half of the breeders making the list. 


Again the thanks of the industry 
are expressed to the judges who 
served on the Selection Committee. 
On account of the smaller number 
of shows this year, we asked the offi- 
cial inspectors of the Holstein Frie- 
sian Association of America and the 
Chief Inspector of Canada to serve 
on our committee. The list accord- 
ingly includes nine breeders, six col- 
lege men and one newspaper man. 
Mr. Ridgeway of Texas, previously 
announced as a member of the com- 
mittee, did not take part, as the 
show where he was scheduled to 
judge was cancelled. The list is here 
given to complete the record:

A bright page of Holstein history was written on 
December 9, at Earlville, N. Y., when 51 Holsteins were 
sold for $41,695, to make the splendid average of 
$817.35. The occasion was in celebration of the 150th 
gale in the Earlville series under management of R. 
Austin Backus. The ‘‘Invitational’’ group included in 
the above figures were a hand-picked lot, selected by 
Dr. E. S. Harrison. In addition, after these were sold, 
the regular Earlville sale was continued through the 
following day. The results will be presented separately 
elsewhere in this issue. 

Favored with pleasant weather, the big Earlville Sale 
Pavilion was jammed full, beyond its seating capacity, 
with a crowd estimated at not less than 1200 people 
from all over the East, with buyers registered from New 
York, New England, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan and 
North Carolina. The sale had been liberally advertised, 
and the offering measured fully up to advance expecta- 
tions. For even high quality throughout, these ‘‘Invita- 
tional’ animals would compare well with any group we 
have ever seen assembled for a consignment sale. There 
were no soft spots, proved by the fact that only one 
animal failed to command a price above $400. Fourteen 
were sold in the range from $1000 to $2200. These 
results are a great tribute to Eastern breeders who 
opened their herds so fully to Dr. HMarrison’s selection; 
to Dr. Harrison for his judgment in selecting a com- 
plete line-up so well attuned to public demand, and to 
‘Manager R. Austin Backus for providing the background 
of an established market place which enjoys public con- 
fidence, well-planned promotion, and sound salesman- 
Paip. 

The Invitational Sale established many new records. 
Tt 4s the ‘highest averaging Holstein sale of the year in 
the United States. It is the highest averaging consign- 
ment sale of our breed in the United States since the 
St. Paul National Sale in 1920. It is the only sale in 
the history of our breed to make an average of over 
$800 — within the range of a $2200 top figure. 

This price, which established a new top figure for 
the wiiole series (the previous high mark was $2125 
paid for Ormsby Sensation 45th, sold in the 25th sale in 
December 1930) was paid for the August bull calf out 


of Pebble Beach Nan, consigned by R. Austin and Jay 
W. Backus, and purchased by Henry W. Samson & Son, 
Vernon Center, N. Y. The dam is the New York State 
champion 3-year-old, with a record of 967 lbs. fat, 4.7%. 
She is a daughter of Montvic Chieftain 7th, and one of 
four full sisters in the Backus herd performing sensa- 
tionally on test. The sire, Fairview Montvic Chieftain, 
is the well known son of Montvic Chieftain and Montvic 
Rag Apple Colantha Abbekerk (1263 lbs.), world’s 
champion 3X producer of our breed. Martin Buth of 
Michigan, was the last contender at $2150. 

Top female, establishing a new Earlville mark for 
females, was Cornell Ormsby Kay, lovely 6-year-old 
daughter of Winterthur Bess Ormsby. Her record as a 
senior 3-year-old is 1032.7 lbs., 4.1%, which is the New 
York State record for the class. She is producing sen- 
sationally again in this lactation. Purchaser was Louis 
J. Pokrass, New Paltz, N. Y., who is establishing a new 
herd on his Maple Haven Farm. Paul Erwin, well known 
in these parts, is his manager, and is selecting a grand 
foundation, including twelve head here in this sale for 
a total of $9,195. Among the dozen were also included 
Dunloggin Fond Mata, a Fond Memory daughter from 
Dunloggin at $1075; Princess Enid Posch, a daughter 
of General Posch from Butterfly Farm at $1010, and 
Osborndale Lady Fayne Ormsby, a daughter of Osborn- 
dale King Ormsby from Osborndale at $925. 

One very unusual sale was included. Dunloggin 
consigned a Woodmaster son, out of Dunloggin Adan- 
tha (878-lb. daughter of Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again) 
which was purchased at $1625 by C. T. Shreve, Damas- 
cus, Ohio. An older full brother of this bull is in joint 
service at River Meadow and Machold Farms. After 
this fine calf was sold it was announced that the dam 
was bred again to Montvic Lochinvar, due in April, and 
that bids would be taken on this calf if a bull, at three 
months of age. Bidding was very spirited and “the 
little bull who wasn’t there’ was finally struck off at

Another featured headliner was Ceydermead Posch

Montvic Renown Set New Holstein Sale Mark Since 1926— Going to 
Curtiss Candy Company at $14,100

T was a short trail but it came to a glorious end. 

George M. Clemons established his little Trailynd 
Herd only four years ago. On December 5 it was the 
mecca for about 800 Holstein enthusiasts and in three 
hours the herd of 39 plus four baby calves, had passed 
to new ownership in return for $39,980. This average 
of $1,025 ranks among Holstein herd dispersals, behind 
only the historic dispersals of Mount Victoria, John 
Srickson and Minnesota Holstein Company. 

A great young sire made this sale. Mr. Clemons had 
been fortunate in the ownership of Montvic Renown, a 
son of famed Montvic Bonheur Pietje B, sold by Montvic 
Lochinvar. He was, in addition, good enough as an in- 
dividual to win Reserve All-Canadian placing in class 
this year. He was sought after as no other bull of our 
breed has been in many, many years. He was the first 
animal in the ring, and just 13 minutes after the first 
bid of $2,000 was accepted, he had been struck off at 
$14;100 to Curtiss Candy Company, Chicago. There 
were five different bidders in after’the five-figure price 
was reached. Martin Buth dropped out at $10,000;-Mrs. 
Hallward, of Quebec, kept in the battle to: $413,000; the 
York County (Ont.) Holstein ‘Brééders’ Cilib’ went to 
$13,900; F. C. Whitney, Ilion (owner of Pathfinder) and 
Henry Samson, Vernon Center, N. Y., (Commander 
Posch) teamed-up.and hung on to $14,000, but Mr. 
Cation, assistant to President Otto Schnering, of Curtiss, 
quickly added the final odd hundred. that bought the 
byj|—highest figure in our. breed’ since his’ progenitor 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst was purchased by Mount Vic- 
toria in 1926 for $15,000. 

In a sale of this size, this one iat al price, of 
course, distorts’ the general average somewhat, but» it 
is worthy of note that the rest of the herd, considered 
séparately, averaged approximately .$700, with many 
young things included not yet, of breeding age. ‘Top 
price for females wa’ $1,350 for the great .5-year-old,

buyer. Her September granddaughter, by Renown, was 
bought by Curtiss at $515. Next camé Jemima Posch 
Nora (with a 500-lb 2-year-old record) due within a 
month by Renown, at $1,250, to Armstrong Bros., 
Brampton, Ont. They are new comers in the business 
and establishing a real foundation with advice of Jack 
Fraser. One other passed the $1,000 mark, a close 
springing 2-year-old (bred to Renown and sired by 
Colony Posch Romeo) taken at $1,010 by J. J. E. Me- 
Cague, Alliston, Ont. 

Martin Buth, Comstock Park, Mich., bought the first 
female sold, a close-up daughter of Colony Posch Sir 
Romeo, at $700, and had to turn down a nice profit later 
in the day in order to keep her. A much sought after 
feature among the younger animals were the fine daugh- 
ters of Montvic Rag Apple Nobleman (son of Montvic 
Chieftain Abbekerk). The five brought from $570 to 
$910, averaging $764, and all being purchased by R. 
Ray McLaughlin, Elmcroft, Farm, Oshawa, Ont. The 
five baby Renowns (three September and two Novem- 
ber calves) were keenly sought and totalled $2,450, Jack 
McCague having the honor of buying the first one sold, 
paying $550. for a September daughter of Trailynd 
Princess Dewdrop, the heifer that was nominated for 
All-American. This dam, -by. the: way, one of the choicest 
things:in the herd, went at $900 to Louis J. Pokrass, 
New Paltz, N. Y., a new comer who is laying the foun- 
dation for a choice herd. Paul Erwin has gone with 
him as manager. 

Another name to remember among the buyers is that 
of Real Estate Exchange Co., E. Stelle, President, Muske- 
gan, Mich, Mr. , Stelle’s selections were headed by the 
highest record cow in the herd, Countess. Springbank 
Finderne (792 lbs on 2X), at $900. She is six months 
in calf to Renown. Mr. Stelle would have had joint 
ownership with Martin Buth & Sons if their $10,000 bid 
had secured Renown. Altogether eleven animals came 
across the border to Illinois, Michigan’ and New: York 
for ‘a total of $20,760, or a bit’ over: half of the sale 
total. 

The turn out of breeders was a great tribute to the 
personal popularity of George Clemons, owner | of 
Trailynd and likewise Secretary of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada. The day was an improvement 
over those that had preceded, but was on the chilly side,

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S we approach the end of 1942 
A and the beginning of a New 
Year that may well prove to be one 
of the most eventful in the history 
of this Nation, it seems worthwhile 
to consider briefly some of the 
factors that will influence the 
course of the Holstein industry. 

It is rather self evident that we 
may expect favorable prices for 
dairy products as long as the war 
’ lasts’. The necessity of adequate 
food supplies is becoming more and 
more recognized in high places 
and, likewise, that price is the most 
effective stimulus to greater pro- 
duction, a price that will enable the 
dairy industry to pay a wage that 
will hold the man-power it must 
have to do the job. 

A better understanding of this 
fundamental need is now evident in 
connection with the deferment of 
trained farm workers. More and 
more, it is being realized that it is 
the patriotic duty of trained dairy- 
men to do their all in meeting the 
demands for dairy production and 
that they may perform a greater 
service here than on the battle 
fronts. 

Food will be a great and increas- 
ing force on the diplomatic front. 
As more countries are liberated, 
this demand will assume increasing 
importance as our Arms progress. 
To conserve shipping space, the 
crying need is for the concentrated 


foods, dried milk solids, dried 
whole milk, cheese, etc. 
New developments in dairy 


manufacture,—the process of dry- 
ing and packing whole milk in a 
concentrated form that will keep 
indefinitely is but one,—will create 
new markets that will be of im- 
portance long after the war is over 
and reconstruction is taking place. 











A Message:From President Moscrip 





To the Holstein-Friesian Breeders of America 


Without question, we can look 
for a demand for our cattle and 
our dairy products that will insure 
adequate prices for at least two 
years after the war ends. It will 





then, perhaps, be up to the dairy 
industry itself to develop and hold 
its markets and to capitalize on the 
ways of “nutrition interest’? which 
now exists. More interest in this 
subject has developed in the past 
18 months than in the 18 years 
that preceded. Our people at last 
are becoming conscious of what 
milk and dairy products mean in 
the diet. Our millions of boys in 
the services are definitely develop- 


ing the milk habit. It is now one 
of their first demands. The habit 
will not be discarded when they re- 
turn to civilian life. 

Prices and market demand for 
Holstein cattle have made a most 
gratifying advance during 1942— 
and we end the year on a high note 
of confidence and enthusiasm. May 
I take this opportunity to urge 
dairymen and breeders not to 
plunge themselves heavily in debt 
for expansion. In general, it is 
rather a time to pay off obligations. 
Let us not have a repetition of 25 
years ago, when in the aftermath 
so many herds had to be liquidated 
and farms lost. If you are going 
to expand, be sure to keep yourself 
in a position to liquidate your debts 
within two years. This may not be 
popular advice, but I feel strongly 
that it is sound—and in the inter- 
est of the long-term development 
of our industry on a substantial 
and enduring basis. 

The Holstein Cow is meeting the 
demands of the times. Let us con- 
tinue to go forward with her on a 
conservative and constructive pro- 
gram of development and improve- 
ment, and meeting our obligation 
to produce vital food to the limit of 
our abilities, to meet the needs of 
our armed forces, our civilian popu- 
lation and our allies.

HE outstandingly successful results of the Earlville 

Invitational Sale call for special felicitations to all 
concerned. Coming as it did at the end of the most 
active sale season since 1920, it was especially pleasing 
to note the consistent strong demand for good Holsteins 
at steadily advancing prices. There were no phe- 
nomenally high prices—many sales have exceeded this 
top of $2200—but no Holstein consignment sale in North 
America since the St. Paul National in 1920 has ex- 
ceeded this average of $817. The quality ran all the 
way through—a tribute both to Dr. Harrison who did 
the selecting and to the breeders who gave him prac- 
tically a free hand in their ‘herds. 

The results were also a fine tribute to R. Austin 
Backus and _ his organization. The reputation of the 
Earlville Sales for honest representation, and the strik- 
ing job of advertising and promotion, were jointly re- 
sponsible for the great outpouring of interested buyers 
and Holstein breeders (in spite of travel restrictions.) 
Even so, no amount of advertising can make a sale un- 
less the merchandise is there on sale day. Ed. Harri- 
son told Ted Prescott, who did the job of preparing the 
advertising, that he had “‘stuck Ed.

Is the Market Running Wild ? 


OME of our breeders have expressed concern that 
we may be getting into a run-away boom market on 
registered Holsteins. We do not share this view—yet,— 


but it is a subject very pertinent to consider. We want 
no repetition of the 1918-20 situation. 

In that earlier day prices of all kinds of livestock ran 
completely wild, and when the boom blew up it left 
a trail of ruin and discouragement from which all 
industry suffered for years

thereafter. It was not confined to our breed by any 
means, although we had our share of it. 

Present prices for Holsteins are not out of line with 
existing conditions. Other prices have gone up as much 
or more than livestock prices. In our breed, beef prices 
put a floor under our market well above that of other 
preeds because of the greater value of our big animals 
when for any reason they must go over the block. Also, 
their superior production in these days of $3.00 milk, 
gives a sound basis of practical values above this as- 
sured salvage. 

We have long felt, and have frequently expressed the 
thought, that Holstein sale prices did not adequately 
represent the difference in actual value between the 
superior and the ordinary. The recent sales at Earlville, 
Waukesha and Elkhorn, in our judgment, have reflected 
a logical widening of this spread. In general, we are 
convinced that breeders working with these better ani- 
mals will not only find them. worth the difference as a 
practical matter during these times of war prices on the 
products, but will also find themselves in a much better 
position to meet any situations that may develop after 
the war. The really good ones seldom sell too high. 


The thing we are most concerned about now in this 
Holstein market situation is the rather human tendency 
which breeders may have to sell their culls at fancy 
prices to unsuspecting beginners. That will really hurt 
the purebred industry. Breeders who are looking ahead 
constructively will cancel the papers on such animals 
and sell them as grades. 

If we can secure a rather broad acceptance of that 
principle, voluntarily, by our breeders, it will be a defin- 
ite forward step of great significance to the future of 
our industry.

No Convention in 1943 

HE BOARD OF DIRECTORS at the meeting, Decem- 

ber 7, voted unanimously not to hold the annual con- 
vention of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
in 1943. This was in line with action taken at the 
Minneapolis Convention last June, leaving decision in the 
hands of the Board. It was felt that the transportation 
problem as well as the man-power situation at home on 
the farms made this action wise at this time. 

Careful study of the law by Counsel indicated the 
legality of this procedure, under which officers and di- 
rectors whose terms expire in 1943 will continue in office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. We are 
sure this action will meet with the general approval of 
the membership. The Board plans to meet in June to 
transact the necessary business of the Association.

KING BESSIE PASSES ON 

‘King Bessie Ormsby  Pietertje 
died December 5 at Hawthorn 
Farms, Libertyville, Ill., at the ripe 
age of 16 years. He was born Nov. 
6, 1926, at Elmwood Farms, Deer- 
field, Ill., and is now buried in the 
Elmwood Court, next to his famous 
mother, Queen Bessie Ormsby Piet- 
ertje. His head was removed to be 
mounted and placed in the Elmwood 
trophy room, along with that of his 
mother. King Bessie had been out 
of service for some time on account 
of age. He had been failing notice- 
ably for several weeks, and was 
finally put away with an overdose 
of stimulant to end his misery. 

Last month, Bob Rasmussen ar- 
ranged with Mr. Cuneo to remove 
King Bessie to Elmwood Farms so 
that he could end his days at the 
place of his birth and glory, but his 
condition did not permit moving. 

King Bessie Ormsby  Pietertje 
was Reserve All-American bull calf 
in 1927; All-American senior year- 
ling in 1928 and All-American two- 
year-old in 1929. He has sired more 
All-American winners than any 
other bull. These included seven 
sons and seven daughters, and a 
large number of other descendants.

after full discussion, was unanimous- 
ly to cancel the convention in order 
not to interfere with the war effort 
by extra travel or otherwise. Some 
of the directors voiced the hope that 
conditions by June might be im- 
proved and suggested final decision 
be postponed and left with the 
Executive Committee. Secretary Nor- 
ton pointed out, however, that pre- 
liminary work in the election of dele- 
gates is required to begin soon after 
the turn of the year. The Board 
thereupon reached a unanimous de- 
cision, as stated above. The Board 
will meet in Chicago on June 4 and 
5 to transact the necessary business 
of the Association. 


Various committees of the Board 
made their . reports. Mr. Young, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, reported that his com- 
mittee was watching developments 
closely, even though little immediate 
foreign trade is possible. Plans for 
later devolpment of trade with Latin 
America were discussed, and an 
appropriation made for suitable ac- 
tivity. 


Director S. B. Hall presented a re- 
port from the Super-Registration 
Committee, which proposes suitable 
recognition of animals rating high 
in Selective Registry (Herd Classi- 
fication) and which also have high 
records of production. The matter 
is to be given further study for ac- 
tion at the June meeting. The sug- 
gested plan will be published in a 
later issue of the World. 

President Moscrip was given 
epecific authorization to speak for 
our Association in Washington on 
matters of concern to the dairy in- 
dustry. 

Budget for 1948 Adopted 

Chairman Albert B. Craig of the 
Finance Committee presented the 
proposed budget for 1943. Based on 
1942 figures (10 months actual and 
2 months estimated) earnings of 
$363,808.83 are forecast for 1943 
(representing an increase in regis- 
try fees, but a decrease in Advanced 
Registry.) Expenditures were pro- 
posed to be kept about in line with 
1942, which would leave a planned 
surplus for 1943 operations of about 
$40,000. Of this, the Membership 
Fees (about $18,000) are ear marked 
to go directly to the Reserve Fund. 
The 1942 budget was planned to just 
nicely break even, but actually will 
show an excess of earnings of about 
$58,000. The policy of the Board 
is to build up the Reserve Fund. to 
restore the drains made upon it dur- 
ing the depression year, to provide 
for any future contingencies. 

Some additions to the planned ex- 
penditures were made, including a 
5% cost-of-living increase for all sal- 
aried employees, if approved ‘by the 
appropriate Washington agencies.

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A Statement from Secretary Wickard— 


ON THE 1943 DAIRY PROGRAM 


December 9, 1942 


Mr. M.S. Prescott, Editor 
Holstein-Friesian World 
Lacona, New York 


Dear Mr. Prescott: 


Editors of periodicals identified with the Nation’s dairy industry did 
a wartime job of outstanding importance to our country and its Allies this 
year. I have in mind not only the editors of magazines that serve the 
various specialized dairy interests, but State, regional, and national farm 
papers and magazines that appreciate the economic and nutritional role of 
dairying in America, Called on to produce up to the hilt of their possi- 
bilities, or 125 billion pounds of milk in 1942, dairy farmers will fall but 
little short of that goal, in spite of the many difficulties and hardships ex- 
perienced. Milk production this year is far greater than it has ever been 
before in this country or any other. 


I wish to thank you editors for your contribution to the industry's 
tremendous output, which has greatly fortified the United Nations’ war 
effort. It has also strengthened the position of milk and its products in 
the diet of the American people; and I believe that dehydration, now un- 
der wartime tnpetus, points to a tremendously increased use of dairy 
products in post-war years. 


The 1943 milk goal is lower than the 1942 goal, but calls for more 
than was produced in 1942. But we shall need all the milk we can get. 
Dairymen will help win the war by exceeding the goals if possible. 


We are moving to secure as much able-bodied labor as possible for 
dairy farms. That is the object of the comprehensive program set forth 
in the War Manpower Commission’s directive of November 7, and now 
in full operation. But the utmost that can be done will leave dairy farms 
in some sections short of labor, and production can be kept up only by 
long hours of hard, devoted work by every dairy farming family. This 
they will gladly give to their country. There is no doubt of that. 


We shall maintain the milk-feed price ratio at a point favorable for 
production through our purchases of milk products on the one hand, and 
the Ever-Normal-Granary feed sales on the other hand. But the greatest 
incentive to produce is the call of America for more milk. We can’t have 
too much. We need butter, cheese, and dried milk for our fighting men 
and our fighting Allies. We need these foods also to feed the liberated 
peoples behind the second fronts. We need milk and milk products to 
build strength into the sinews of a hard-working civilian America. 


Dairy farmers’ sole concern is to get the job done — to fill these war 
needs. For the penalty of failure in this war would be a fate far worse 
than hard, gruelling wartime work under the Stars and Stripes as free 
men. It would be slavery to brutal dictatorship. And the reward for 
success will be the chance for our children to live out their lives in decency 
and happiness. 


I know that every editor identified with the American dairy industry 
will continue to cooperate with the Department in encouraging and helping 
dairy farmers to produce as much milk as efficiently as possible in 1943.

The Association is in excellent 
cash position, having cash balances 
totalling $163,297.02. It was voted 
to transfer $20,000 from Surplus to 
the Reserve Fund, and investment 
of $50,000 in U. S. Savings Bonds 
Series F was approved. 

New applications for membership 
totalling 377 were accepted, bring- 
ing the total for the year to 817. 
The total membership now stands at 
32,599, after subtracting expirations 
of limited memberships, deceased 
members, etc. 

Plans were discussed for register- 
ing the parentage blood test to be 
made on all sires used in artificial 
service outside the herd of a private 
owner. A limiting factor is the im- 
possibility of getting this test made 
in sufficient numbers with the pres- 
ent facilities at the University of 
Wisconsin, the only laboratory where 
these tests are made. Secretary Nor- 
ton and Director Craig were appoint- 
ed a committee to see what addition- 
al arrangements can be made and 





additional funds up to $1200 
authorized. 
Rules for inspection of males im- 


ported from Canada were discussed 
and approved, as authorized by the 
1942 Convention. These are in line 
with the recommendations of the 
joint committee of the American and 
Canadian Associations. Secretary 
Clemons of the Canadian Association 
was present at this meeting and took 
part in the discussion. Males eight 
months of age or older must be re- 
corded in the Department of Selec- 
tive Registration of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of Canada as 
at least Class X. Males under eight 
months old must meet Class X re- 
quirements (record dam, etc.), ex- 
cept that scoring will not be re- 
quired. Discussion was also had of 
the matter of use of prefix names, 
and Mr. Norton and Mr. Clemons 
were requested to make a further 
study for a later report. 
Gordon Appointed Inspector 

The resignation of Prof. J. C. 
Knott as an official inspector of Se- 
lective Registration (Herd Classifica- 
tion) was presented and accepted 
with regret. Prof. G. E. Gordon of 
California was appointed to take his 
place. Another action taken in con- 
nection with the Progressive Breed- 
ers’ Registry was to provide that in 
figuring average scores, the figure to 
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be used for an Excellent cow should 
be 92.5 points. Uniform rules for 
proving sires, as recommended by 
the Purebred Dairy Cattle Associa- 
tion, were considered and the view 
of the Board made known to the 
Secretary. The Holstein position is 
that HIR records only should be 
used in official proving of sires by 
the Association records; that incom- 
plete lactations of not less than 150 
days should be included where no 
complete record is available (the all- 
breed committee had suggested 90 
days); and that six daughter-dam 
comparisons should be required (in- 
stead of five, as recommended.) 


President Moscrip kept the meet- 
ing moving steadily and the business

Will Robens let 
him run at pasture with the heifers 
that summer (getting mostly bull 
calves, incidentally) and the next 
year, when Cornell University, tem- 
porarily short of funds for addi- 
tional purchases for their herd, 
needed a bull, Mr. Robens obliged 
by loaning: his Wisconsin bargain. 
The bull never again left Cornell. 
Pride was one of his first crop of. 
calves born there; Catherine one of 
the second crop. While he has 
Sired many other great cows at Cor- 
nell, and they have carried on for 
many generations, his place in his- 
tory would have been secure if he 
had never sired more than these two 
great cows. 
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What Will Their World Be Like? 


When corn was planted by hand 
from a shoulder-slung sack and 
weeded with hoes and one-horse, 
one-shovel plows, few children 
went to high school. They were 
lucky if they got six months of 
elementary schooling in a _ year. 
Schools closed early so that children 
could help with the sack and the hoe.

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HENDRICKSON OFFERS 
PROGRAM FOR

Inability of the dairy industry of 
the Nation to supply all the dairy 
products essential to the war effort 
and at the same time fulfill enlarged 
consumer demands prompted Roy 
F.. Hendrickson, administrator of the 
Agricultural Marketing Administra- 
tion, to warn today against any re- 
duction in the size of the New York 
milkshed. 


Speaking ‘in the interests of a 
square deal for farmers, dealers, and 
consumers,’”’ Mr. Hendrickson pro- 
posed three lines of action: 


1. Leave the New York milkshed 
at its present size. 

2. Seek continued high production 
of milk. 

3. Make all possible economies in 
farm-to-consumer distribution. 


Mr. Hendrickson spoke at a meet- 
ing of representatives of farm or- 
ganizations, state and federal agri- 
cultural agencies, and state colleges 
of agriculture in the six states of the 
milkshed. 


The representatives met at the 
Hotel McAlpin to receive a report of 
a producer committee which has 
been surveying substitute proposals 
to a recommendation before the New 
York City Board of Health to 
eliminate certain up-state plants 
from the New York milkshed. The 
committee offered three methods of 
controlling milk production and 
favored a single uniform health in- 
spection of farms and country plants 
in the milkshed. 


“The swift moving fortunes of 
war,” said Mr. Hendrickson, who is 
committee chairman, “have altered 
many important factors upon which 
the work of the committee has been 
based since it was formed early this 
year. 


“What would ordinarily be sev- 
eral months, if not years, change in 
our food situation has been tele- 
scoped into a few days. The high 
demands on our supply of a month 
ago have been sharply increased, for 
the President has said that we will 
back up our soldiers in Africa with 
food. 

“It is this sharp shift, that makes

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Montvic Chieftain 7th Has New Index 


The Holstein-Friesian Association 
has just reported a new index for 
Montvic Chieftain 7th, owned by 
Knollwood Farms (Daniel I. Mayne) 
of Rochester, N. Y., which definitely 
places this well known sire among 
the leaders. This new index, based 
entirely on Herd Improvement Reg- 
istry records, is as follows: 


15 dtrs. Av. 15710M., 4.13%, 649 F. 
15 dams Av. 16250 M., 3.41%, 554 F. 
Index (B) 15170 M., 4.85%, 736 F. 


This index is based upon 15- 
daughter-dam comparisons with 34 
records for the daughters and 80 
for the dams figured in the compu- 
tation. Of the 15 daughters only 
six were below 4% (3.7% for the 
lowest) and two daughters averaged 
4.6% on four records. This com- 
pares to 3.06% for the lowest test- 
ing dam, with only one dam having 
an average test above 3.48%. This 
would seem to establish Montvic 
Chieftain 7th rather definitely as 
homozygous (constant) for the high 
test factor. It is interesting also 
that this new index is 52 lbs. of fat 
higher than the former one which 
was based upon 8 daughter-dam 
comparisons. 

The national association has ad- 
vised that this is the highest test 
index for any Holstein sire, dead or 
alive. With a fat index of 736 lbs. 
(which has been exceeded by very 
few sires) “Chieftain 7th’ right- 
fully occupies an important niche in 
the Holstein hall of fame. He was 
proven in the neighboring herd of 
George Chapman and Son. 

Impressed with the value of this 
bull to the breed, Mr. Mayne has 
purchased during the past several 
months a snumber of outstanding 
Rag Apple dams with which to line 
breed “Chieftain 7th’? in an effort 
to establish families with a definite 
prepotency for transmission of high 
test, one of the important desirable 
factors for the continued develop- 
ment of the Holstein breed. 

Among these recently acquired 
dams are the following: 

Montvic Bonheur Athene, a 
“Pathfinder” daughter with 570 Ibs. 
fat at 2 years, and a full sister to 
the noted Franlo All-American, 
Montvic Bonheur Black Beauty. She 
recently gave birth to a bull calf 
sired by Montvic Posch Chieftain 
(out of a full sister to the dam of 
“Pietje B’’) which Mr. Mayne re- 
ports will make fine line breeding 
material for the Rag Apples. 

Another is Montvic Baroness Pon- 
tiac, a 4% daughter of Montvic 


Chieftain with 658 lbs. fat at 4 yrs., 
and due in mid-December to Mont- 
vic Lochinvar. 


A third addition to

In the list of new sire indexes ap- 
pearing in the October HIR News 
Letter of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America, we note the 
name of La Vata “Echo De Kol 
713518, a bull now dead but proven 
at University of Idaho at Moscow, 
Idaho, with the remarkable index 
on 6 dam-daughter comparisons of 
20,020 lbs. milk, 871 lbs. fat with 
4.35% test, one of the highest test- 
ing indexes ever reported for a sire 
of our breed. This bull came to 
University of Idaho back in 19365, 
being purchased from Harold Steves, 
Steveston, B. C., by Prof. F. W. At- 
keson, the selection of this bull be- 
ing almost the last official act of 
Prof. Atkeson before he left Idaho 
to head the dairy department at 
Kansas State College. 

At that time the University of 
Idaho Holstein herd was famous for 
production with records up to 1059 
lbs. fat in AR work; also for show 
type, with Idaho Perfection Delight, 
All-American three-year-old of 1934, 
as their most sensational show win- 
ner. They had never made any 
effort to breed for high test, how- 
ever, and many of their greatest fat 
producers made their records with 
3.3% test or less. La Vata Echo 
De Kol was selected for the definite 
purpose of attempting to increase 
the test of the herd. 





The Steves herd, founded in 1887, 


had long been known as one of the 


foremost herds of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Coast and since 1920, Harold 
Steves, grandson of the founder of 
the herd, had been bending every 
effort, by breeding and selection, to 
build a herd of 4% Holsteins. After 
some ten years or more of this ef- 
fort, with the herd approaching the 
4% level, Harold Steves purchased 
La Vata Echo De Kol, who was bred 
for high test for four generations. 
His own dam had two records with 
tests of 4.03 and 4.29%; his second 
dam tested 4.12% on ROP and his 
third and fourth dams, although 
never given an opportunity in ROP 
work, were known locally as high 
testers. His sire, Burton La Vata 
Mechthilde, who came from the 
great La Vata family developed by 
G. A. Paull and other B. C. breed- 
ers, had several 4% daughters. 

By 1935, when Atkeson became 
interested in this bull, he had 16 
daughters that had finished test in 
the Steves herd, 10 of them 4% 
testers, and up to 4.42%, three oth- 
ers well above 3.9%, and the other 
three ranging from 3.76 to 3.87%. 
These daughters, and others devel- 
oped since, give him an average for 
his first 21 ROP daughters in Can- 
ada, of 11,670 lbs. milk, 469.26 lbs. 
fat, with an average test of 4.02%,

at an average age of 2 years, 340 
days, and all on strictly 2X milking, 

La Vata Echo De Kol was ap- 
proaching 12 years old when he 
came to Idaho, so his influence op 
the herd was not too great, but ac- 
cording to published records he has 
9 daughters tested in the University 
herd in both AR and HIR, and a 
tenth daughter tested in HIR in 
another Idaho herd, the ten aver- 
aging on a mature 3X basis 19,020 
lbs. milk, 3.66%, 696 Ibs. fat. Mated 
with the low testing cows in the Uni- 
versity herd, only one of his Ameri- 
can-bred daughters has as yet hit 
the 4% mark, she being Idaho Echo 
Annabel who tested 4.7% as a two- 
year-old, 4.4% as a three-year-old, 
and 4.5% as a senior four-year-old, 
the three records averaging 711 lbs. 
fat. Six others tested from 3.6 to 


3.8%, one has tested as low as 
3.1%, another 3.2 and a third 3.3.

A New Name In The Livestock World 


Of great interest in the purebred 
livestock fleld is the decision of the 
Curtiss Candy Company, Chicago, to 
develop top herds in several breeds. 
Farm properties in Northern Illi- 
nois, have been purchased; existing 
choice herds on those farms are be- 
ing reorganized and new foundation 
animals of superior quality are be- 
ing selected. The farm activities 


will include Holsteins, Guernseys 
and Brown Swiss, in the dairy 
field; Angus for beef; Berkshire 
swine and Belgian horses. It is the 


hope of President Otto Schnering of 
the Curtiss Candy Company, to de- 
velop in each breed a herd that will 
be a force for constructive breed im- 
provement. 

One purpose of this program in 
which the owners take great inter- 
est is to supply farm and dairy prod- 
ucts of high quality for use in their 
various plant cafeterias. They of 
course have no intention of at- 
tempting to produce the milk that

goes into their own products, which 
at present call for the daily produc- 
tion of some 5700 cows. This goes 
into such popular and nationally- 
known confections as Baby Ruth 
candy bars, Butter-fingers, Jolly 
Jack, etc. Their identification per- 
manently with the dairy industry 
however should have a favorable 
public reaction in connection with 
the advertising of their confections. 
The Carnation Company and other 
large business institutions have 
found real value here. Curtiss uses 
many farm products in their various 
items. They are one of the largest 
users of peanuts in the world, their 
requirements calling for about four 
carloads a day. They also process 
and distribute in huge quantities 
popcorn, potato chips, etc., in addi- 
tion to their candies. At present a 
large part of their manufacturing 
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capacity is devoted to emergency ra- 
tions for the armed forces. 

The Holstein section of Curtiss 
Candy Company is located at Arling- 
ton Heights. There they purchased 
the Arlington Farm and herd of 
Bernard Brothers. It is a fine loca- 
tion and a herd that is recognized 
as one of the good ones of the 
state. The operation is being further 
expanded. The farming organiza- 
tion is set up with Robert Schner- 
ing, son of the President, as gen- 
eral manager; Delbert Kingston, 
formerly of Waukesha County, Wis., 
as Superintendent of Livestock, and 
Marshall G. Clark as Farm Superin- 
tendent. Mr. Kingston is a widely 
known and respected judge of dairy 
cattle. His activities have been 
principally with Guernseys (he 
judged this breed at Waterloo this 
year), but he is widely acquainted 
in all breeds. 

Mr. Clark has been conducting a 
farm consulting service for the past 
six years in this area. He holds a 
Master of Science degree in agricul- 
ture from the University of Illinois, 
and has taught beef husbandry both 
at that institution and University of 
Missouri. He also taught vocational 
agriculture in Illinois schools for 12 
years, bringing out three National 
Champion teams in meat-judging. 

President Otto Schnering, and 
Vice Chairman Philip J. Reddy, are 
also keenly interested in the whole 
project, and were greatly enjoying 
the day at the Blue Ribbon Sale 
ringside, along with Del Kingston 
and Bob Schnering. 

Selections thus far made for herd 
additions have been required to 
meet an exceedingly high standard 
of excellence in type. First pur- 
chases were made in October at the 
Show Window, where five of the top 
females were selected at a cost of 
$3825. Headliner here was a “Bar- 
betta” daughter from Pabst-Knut- 
son at $975, that is real foundation 
material. At the Blue Ribbon Sale 
14 further additions were made, all 
animals that will fit into their breed- 
ing program, although not confined 
to any one family line. Abegweit 
Sparkee and her two sisters, by Ray- 
mondale Abegweit Chieftain, are one 
notable group from the J. Walter 
Jones herd of Prince Edward Island. 
Sparkee topped the sale at $2300. 
Then came that great group of C P 
R heifers — future show and record 
material par excellence. One later 
chosen as Reserve All-American. In- 
dicating future show plans was 
the purchase of the A. H. Bruce 
bull calf for $1,650. A  ma- 
ternal brother of the Water- 
loo Junior and Reserve Grand 
Champion, recently purchased by 


























Ravenglen as a junior sire, he did 
not place too high in the calf class 
this year, but some of the shrewd- 
est show men in the business rate 
him as a “comer” that may be the 
bull to beat as he grows out. Other 
notable foundation female purchases 
included the 4-year-old daughter of 
Ravenglen’s Sunny Meadows Rag 
Apple Segis Lass, at $1900; Jack 
Fraser’s strong Credholme cow at 
$1750. 

An then to crown the program 
came the climax on December 5, at 
the Trailynd Dispersal, when Mont- 
vic Renown, outstanding son of 
Montvic Bonheur Pietje B, by Mont- 
vic Lochinvar, was purchased to 
head, the herd, at a price of $14,100. 
This is the highest price in our 
breed since Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst himself was purchased by 
Mount Victoria in 1926. Report of 
the transaction is given in full de- 
tail elsewhere in this issue. 

The original Bernard herd is 
being carefully sorted down as these 
top breeding animals are acquired. 
The final result, judging from the 
selection to date, will indeed be 
something to see. 

The Holstein industry will join us 
in extending best wishes to these 
new ;cruits in their effort to build 
a herd that will make a constructive 
contribution to breed progress. 





CALIFORNIA SUFFERS MILK 
SHORTAGE 

“The Pacific Rural Press’’ in its 
October 3rd issue, indicates that 
Army officials charged with supply- 
ing Camp Roberts in California with 
fluid milk requirements, find them- 
selves 5,000 gallons per day short. 
It is insinuated that the Army of- 
ficials are considering a plan to com- 
mandeer milk for Army require- 
ments. 

To relieve the milk shortage it 
has been suggested that cream is a 
luxury and milk a necessity. The 
milk shortage could be relieved by 
standardizing all cream down to the 
state minimum of 20% fat. Even 
20% cream can be whipped at tem- 
peratures near the freezing point. 

What California needs is more 
registered Holstein-Friesian cows, 
world’s champion producers of milk, 
butterfat, solids-not-fat. There is 
no shortage of milk in areas where 
Holsteins predominate.

THE DAIRY SITUATION 
Summary 

Total requirements for milk on 
the basis of prospective consumer 
demand at ceiling prices and mili- 
tary and lend-lease needs will be 
materially larger in 1943 than in 
1942. Supplies of milk, on the other 
hand, probably will be smaller. Re- 
strictions on civilian consumption 
are likely to be needed in the near 
future to insure adequate supplies 
for military and lend-lease purposes. 

Total milk production on Novem- 
ber 1 was 1 per cent above a year 
earlier. Supplies of milk for fluid 
use are apparently larger than in 
1941, but shortages are reported in 
many areas. Shifts in population 
may be an important factor in caus- 
ing the shortages in some cases. 


Weekly butter production in Oc- 
tober ranged from 1 to 5 per cent 
below a year earlier, and local stocks 
on November 1 were 33 per cent be- 
low the 1935-39 average for that 
date. Cheese production during the 
past 2 months has been declining 
more than seasonally, ranging in 
October from 4 to 12 per cent below 
production in corresponding weeks 
of 1941. Evaporated milk produc-

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than in 1940, was 22 per cent below 
that in September last year. Total 
stocks of evaporated milk, including 
Government holdings, are unusually 
large, but manufacturers’ stocks on 
October 1 were the third smallest for 
that date since 1922. 

The order helping farmers to 
keep skilled workers on essential 
livestock farms issued recently by 
the War Manpower Commission, 
should be of considerable value in 
preventing a reduction in milk cow 
numbers. 

Effective November 3 manufac- 
turers will be required to set aside 
at -least 90 per cent of the spray- 
dried skim milk produced by them 
for delivery to the Agricultural Mar- 
keting Administration, our armed 
forces, and other designated govern- 
mental agencies. Spray-process dried 
skim milk is urgently needed for 
lend-lease and military use for re- 
constitution with water for drinking 
purposes.—Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, U.S.D.A. 





WHR’S HEREFORD SALE 


Wyoming Hereford Ranch, known 
the world over by their prefix 
“WHR” held their annual auction at 
Cheyenne, Wyo., October 12. The 25 
bulls in the offering brought an 
average of $2,476 and the 31 fe- 
males averaged $1,131. The first 
lot to enter the ring after the sale 
opened was WHR Ruling Star 43d, 
Reserve Champion and Grand Cham- 
pion in yearling form, who topped 
the sale at $7,500, going to Walton 
W. Thorpe of Britton, S. Dak. 

Bob Lazear, managing genius of 
the great WHR herd, has also put 
together at Wyoming Hereford 
Ranch one of the nation’s” great 
breeding herds of registered Hol- 
steins.

CALFHOOD VACCINATION GAINS 
IN POPULARITY 

With 182,968 head of calves vac- 
cinated against Bang’s disease ‘‘offi- 
cially” and reported through the 
Bureau of Animal Industry since 
Jan. 1, 1941, the “‘Calfhood Vaccin- 
nation” program has assumed na- 
tional significance. Only Georgia, 
Mississippi, and Missouri report no 
calves vaccinated. 

Louisiana leads all other states 
with 23,928 calves reported as vac- 
cinated between Jan. 1, 1941 and 
Sept. 30, 1942. Progress of this 
program in other states is indicated 
by the following: Washington, 19,- 
164; Vermont, 18,931; New York, 
16,884; Idaho, 11,863.

Farms, Greensburg, Pa., burned to 
the ground on November 5th. The 
attached calf barn was also lost, but 
all other buildings, including an- 
other milking barn which was being 
used for heifers, were saved by the 
efforts of the five fire departments 
which answered the alarm. 

All of the cattle were saved. L. 
G. George, 3d, herdsman, discovered 
the blaze about 7 p. m. just as he 
was about to begin the evening milk- 
ing, and with the assistance of three 
other employees, succeeded in get- 
ting out all of the cattle in less than 
seven minutes from the time the fire 
was discovered. 

Plans are already under 
rebuild the barns and if present 
plans work out several major im- 
provements will be effected at the 
same time. Th enew barn is to have 
a concrete main floor (the ceiling of 
the milking section), and it will be 
longer in all dimensions. They ex- 
pect to have the first section com- 
pleted by the first of the year so that 
the cattle can all be brought back to 
the main farm.
